Use tape to 
mend torn suede 


DEAR POLLY — My husband has a tear in the sleeve 
of his suede jacket. This is an L shaped tear but not on a 
seam so I would like to know if there is anything I could 
do to fix it as it has hardly been worn and it would be a 
shame to throw it away. — S.M. 
DEAR S.M. — If the tear is in a spot w here a patch 
would seem logical, as on the elbow, you m ight apply a 
suede patch to each elbow so it would look as they w ere 
intended to be there. If not, I would get a durable tape 
with adhesive on only one side (like carpet tape) and lay 
under the tear, pull edges close together and press in 
place with the fingers. Of course a line w ill show along 
the tear, but if neatly pulled together the jacket should 
be w earable. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I am answering N.S. regarding her not be­ 
ing able to get checks cashed because of inadequate identifica­ 
tion as she does not have a driver’s license. Here in California 
one can go to the nearest Dept, of Motor Vehicles and apply 
for an identification card. For three dollars they will issue a 
card similar to a driver’s license, complete with picture and 
signature Any store or bank I have found will accept this as a 
proper ID Presenting any credit card for strictly ID purposes 
might be considered 
Also, most banks will issue check 
guarantee cards upon request. — MRS. T.H. 
DEAR R EA D ER S — I am not sure all states issue such 
cards, but m any do as w e heard from other readers in other 
states who had done as Mrs. T. H. suggests. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — So many people seem to wonder about 
bleaching white clothes when comm ercial bleaches are unsafe 
for them Remember how white frozen clothes used to get 
when we hung them outdoors to dry in the winter? This can 
still be done or one can put the quite wet garments in a plastic 
bag and then into the freezing com partm ent of the 
refrigerator until they are quite stiff. — ALICE. 
DEAR POLLY — I think I have a better idea than just 
enclosing a stamp when writing to an elderly person on a fixed 
income. I address an envelope to myself, stamp it and enclose 
it in my letter. This saves an elderly person the need for ad­ 
dressing an envelope as they may not be able to write legibly 
A loose stamp is easy to misplace but an addressed stamped 
envelope is not.

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Gas We Are W asting 


Some 150 residents of Cleveland held a protest 
meeting last month to complain about the high 
cost of natural gas ana to demand that 
“ somebody do something about it.” 
You can’t blame them. One woman said that 
despite turning down her thermostat, the bill for 
heating her 10-room house came to $369 in 
January. 
But obviously, even a 10-room house can’t use 
$369 worth of gas in one month unless a lot of it is 
going to heat the outdoors. Untold billions of 
cubic feet of gas are wasted every day by drafty, 
poorly insulated houses. The worst offenders are 
the homes of people who are least able to afford 
high fuel costs. 


Thus one of the best ideas for “ doing some­ 
thing about it” may be the plan originated by 
Federal Energy Administration official William 
G. Rosenberg, which not only the FE A but the 
regulatory commissions of a number of states 
are seriously considering. 
The Rosenberg plan would put local gas 
companies in the Business of installing insulation 
and furnace efficiency devices in the homes of 


their customers. The companies would pay for 
the improvements but wouldn’t be out anything 
because they would have that much more gas 
available to sell to other customers. 
For Rosenberg cites an F E A study in Michigan 
which found that it would cost around $225 to 
bring attic insulation in a typical house up to 
standard. Spread over about six years, the cost 
would amount to $38 a year. But since the oc­ 
cupant of the house would be using about 38,000 
dubic feet less gas a year, the gas company 
would have a “ new” supply of gas at a cost of $38 
per 38,000 cubic feet, or $1 a thousand This is 44 
cents cheaper than price-regulated interstate 
gas. 
There are 34 million homes in this country 
using gas heat, and few of them are so well in­ 
sulated that they couldn’t be improved. If they 
all were, Rosenberg estimates the nation would 
save more natural gas than Alaska’s North Slope 
is expected to produce — 1.2 trillion cubic feet a 
year, or enough to supply six million new 
residential users. 
This is gas that exists now. Gas we are 
wasting.

What is America’s worst drug addiction 
problem? 
Not marijuana Not heroin. Not even tran­ 
quilizers. 
Caffeine, the stimulant found in coffee but also 
in tea, cocoa, chocolate and soft drinks, is the 
most widely used drug in the United States 
today, says psychologist Dr. Betty Vandersluis, 
who teaches a course in drug addiction at 
Franklin Pierce College in Rindge, N.H. 


Americans drink more coffee than anyone else 
in the world, she notes. And that’s a lot of caf­ 
feine. 
The body can get dependent upon caffeine and 
be very uncomfortable when there is a lack of the 
accustomed amount in the system — as many 


who have tried joining the boycott against high 
coffee prices have discovered. Technically, she 
says, this is an addiction 
How can you beat it? 
You can either go “ cold turkey” or gradually 
wean yourself away from coffee. In the latter 
case, Dr. Vandersluis suggests making the 
coffee weaker and weaker by adding a little 
more cream with each cup. This gives the body 
more time to adjust. She also recommends 
substituting fruit juices or milk for coffee. 
As with any addiction, the coffee addict, she 
says, “ must change his thinking, change his 
lifestyle, so that he has control of his urges. It’s 
not easy.” 
We — sip, slurp — would be the last to argue 
about that. 
More Equal Than Others

WASHINGTON. From time 
to time, the Supreme Court is 
charged not with merely in­ 
terpreting the Constitution, but 
with effectively amending the 
Constitution. 
From 
time 
to 
lime, the charge is true — and 
the charge is true today in the 
matter of the Court and the 
Fifteenth Amendment. 
Last week’s decision in the 
New York redistricting case 
marked another mile along the 
road. Step by step, the Court is 
writing language into 
the 
Fifteenth that the framers 
never put there. In its solicitude 
for black voters as a class, the 
Court is giving an Orwellian 
twist to the doctrine of equal 
protection: Black voters, as a 
class, are to be a little more 
equal than others. 


The New York case, affecting 
slate legislative districts in 
Kings County, arose under the 
Federal Voting Rights Act. In 
obedience to an effective order 
from the U.S. attorney general, 
fixing a minimum quota of 65 
per cent nonwhite voters, the 
state drew new district lines. 
These new boundaries split a 
community of Hasidic Jews. 
They took their protest to court. 
Last week the high court 
dismissed their protest and 
affirmed the quota plan. 
THE E F F E C T of the Court’s 
ruling is further to cement a 
bizarre doctrine the Court has 
been busily building in recent 
years. This doctrine holds that 
black voters, as a class, have a 
right and a privilege accorded 
to no other group in America's 
political life: They have a right 
never 
to 
have their 
bloc 
political power “ diluted.” 


Alone among all the ethnic, 
economic, social, regional and 
special-interest groups in the 
nation, the black minority is to 
be 
protected 
against 
nullification of “ its ability to 
elect the candidate of its 
choice.” By this decision, the 
Court establishes a “ constitu­ 
tionally valid mandate of 
maintaining nonwhite voting 
strength.” 
It is hard to fathom where in 
the world the Court dredged up 
this remarkable construction of 
the 
law 
The 
Fifteenth 
Amendment says that the right 
to vote shall *not be “ denied or 
abridged” on account of race. 
The amendment says nothing 
about “ diluting” the political 
power of a racial bloc. This is 
the Court’s own homespun 
construction. 
In the case at hand, neither 
Kings County nor the State of 
New York denied or abridged 
any citizen’s right to register 
and vote. The black man, the 
Puerto Rican, the Hasidic Jew 
— all of them, as individual 
citizens, had identical rights. 
But under the Court’s are to be 
guaranteed, 
in 
particular 
districts, 
a 
“ substantial 
majority,” and this is to assure 
their opportunity to elect a 
“ black representative.” 
The Court split wide open. 
White announced the Court’s 
judgment 
and 
wrote 
the 
principal opinion, but he could 
sell his reasoning, in toto, only 
to Stevens Brennan and Black 
mun 
had different 
ideas. 
Stewart and Powell concurred 
in 
the judgment. 
Rehnquist 
dissented in large part, but 
didn’t say why. Marshall sat 
this one out. Chief Justice 
Burger came down in total 


dissent. 
MR. J U S T IC E Brennan was 
plainly troubled. The case, he 
said, “ carries us further down 
the road of race-centered 
remedial devices than we have 
heretofore traveled.” The idea 
of affording 
“ preferential 
treatment to disadvantaged 
nonwhites generally” must 
raise 
“ serious 
questions of 
fairness." But if Brennan’s 
conscience gave him pain, he 
had an analgesic salve for fast 
relief: 
New 
Yo rk’s 
discriminatory quota system 
amounted only to “ benign” and 
not to malign discrimination. 
The Voting Rights Act sufficed 
to justify the use of overt, 
numerical devices in electoral 
redistricting. 
All this was too much for 
Burger. 
He had thought 
it 
unconstitutional for a state to 
draw district lines “ with the 
sole, explicit objective of 
reaching 
a 
predetermined 
racial result.” But this was 
precisely what his brothers had 
approved in Kings County. The 
65 per cent quota, in his view, 
struck him as indefensible — as 
mere mechanical racial gerry­ 
mandering. The effect, in 
Burger’s view, must be to 
sustain the existence of ghettos 
and to further racial prejudice 
at the polls. 
This correspondent voices no 
objection whatever to the 
purpose of the Voting Rights 
Act That purpose is to protect 
the black citizen’s right to vote 
on 
the 
same 
basis 
with 
everyone else. But when the 
individual’s right to vote is 
transformed 
into a 
group’s 
protected power to 
elect, 
something is grossly wrong.

Reds Hurt Our Merchant Fleet

Russia has the power to prevent 
such dissidents as Vladimir 
Bukovsky’s colleagues from 
exporting themselves to the 
free world. But the Soviets 
haven’t the power to prevent 
Am erica’s waterfront 
and 
m aritime 
workers 
from 
paralyzing 
shipments 
of 
American 
exports 
to 
the 
U.S.S.R. — whether these be 
g r a i n , 
m a c h i n e r y , 
sophisticated computers or 
even human expertise. 
Again there was discussion of 
boycotting the Soviets 
here 
during midwinter sessions of 
the AFL-CIO high command 
Executive Council. And these 
powerful labor chiefs, leaders 
of the AFL-CIO Maritim e 
Trades Dept, and the National 
Maritim e Committee, were 
talking 
about 
their 
own 
economic rights as well as 
human rights. 
Fact is that 
the Soviet 
Union’s quasi-military mer­ 
chant marine fleet is cutting 
down our own maritime in­ 
dustry; stealing American 
shippers’ customers 
through 
extremely low rates right in our 
own harbors and sucking the 
economic blood from our own 
merchant fleet so that it would 
be ineffective during a military 
crisis. 
Longshoremen’s chief Teddy 
Gleason reports that the Soviets 
are violating American laws by 
pushing their craft right into 
the 
heart 
of 
the 
U.S. 
As 
Gleason’s document puts it, the 
Soviets run 52 modern ocean­ 
going vessels into American 
ports. 
Many 
of 
the 
Red 
freighters are ultra-modern 
“Lash** vessels. Meaning that 
they have big barges on board 
FOR EX A M PLE, according 
to committee discussions here, 
the Soviet ships put into New 
Orleans, Baton Rouge and 
other Mississippi River har­ 
bors. Reports indicate there 
frequently are from four to six 
such Communist 
transocean 
freight carriers in such ports 
unee tney ve tied up, some 
Soviet 
merchant 
vessels’ 
captains unload the barges, put 
them into the river and send 
them north as far as they can 
go. Gleason asserts he has 
knowledge of such barges 
working their way up inland 
waters and small canals right 
to the Chicago market. 
This violates what is known in 
maritime circles as the Jones 
Act. Under its regulations no 
foreign flag freighters or 
tankers can pick up cargo in 
one American port for trans­ 
shipment 
to another 
U S 
harbor Only the Secretary of 
the Treasury, Mike Blumen- 
thal, has the power to waive 
these Jones Act 
statutes. 
Blumenthal has done this once 
or twice to move some liquefied 
gas recently. But that’s all. The 
Russians haven’t been given 
waivers And though they use 
barges, they are picking up 
U.S. tonnage in one port for 
transport to other American 
E 
orts for reloading. This should 
e American business only. 
Thus the Soviet international 
shipping trust has picked up 
considerable American ton­ 
nage — coming to seven per 
cent of all U.S. shipments of our 
own cargo abroad 
And this 
with only 52 Kremlin vessels 
coming into the U.S. 
“ Within the next three years 
the Federal Maritime Commis­ 
sion predicts that the Soviets 
will double their share of the 
(American) trade, reaching 15 
per cent or better,” said 
maritime union chiefs here 
TH IS CO M M UNIST com­ 
petition will get tougher The 
U S.S R 
has 
under 
con­ 


struction 47 ships, larger than 
the 52 now plying American 
waters. The new red craft will 
be swung into the U.S. run by 
1980. 


Thus the big merchant fleet 
controlled by the Central Com­ 
mittee of the Communist party, 
U.S.S.R., is using profit taken 
in the U.S. ocean cargo trade to 
double 
its 
vast 
tonnage 
capacity. There isn’t any doubt 
that this red merchant fleet is 
built so that it fits into the 
military strategy designed to 
give 
Russia 
tremendous 
striking power in the Middle 
East, the Indian Ocean and 
even off the Japanese and 
Chinese coasts. 


These reports have been 
dispatched to all members of 
Congress. Gleason reveals he 
has 
received statements 
of 
support from 150 House and 
Senate members for a drive to 
curtail the Russian moves right 
into America’s heartland — and 
for a campaign to beef up our 
own merchant fleet, now 30 per 
cent weaker than it was 15 
years ago. 


So the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council 
called 
on 
“ the 
leadership of this nation to take 
action to guarantee an ocean 
transportation cap ab ility 
sufficient to serve this nation’s 
defense needs in time of a 
national emergency; adequate 
to serve U.S. ocean tran­ 
sportation needs in the interest 
of the national economy and 
equal to the task of maintaining 
the U.S.-flag presence in the 
oceans of the world as an in­ 
strument of U.S. international 
political policy." 


T H E R E ’S FAR more in the 
Soviet 
merchant 
marine 
operation than meets the eye of 
all but a James Bond buff. The 
Soviet freighters long 
have 
been believed to be the carriers 
of Soviet espionage agents and 
modern spy technology. These 
ships now enter our key har­ 
bors They sit in the watery 
roads for days, sometimes 
weeks. Often they are met by 
incoming sister red craft as 
they move out to open sea 
Thus thev have the capability 


of covering at least 42 ports 
open to them with their big 
craft — and scores of other 
ports with their barges. Also 
they can put agents ashore. F B I 
dossiers are jammed with 
reports of Soviet commercial 
and 
m ilitary 
espionage 
operating out of the vessels and 
their commercial agencies in 
our big cities. From time to 
time special Soviet agents 
using the old Soviet Amtorg 
trading company as cover have 
been picked up by the F B I, for 
example. 


So the American maritime 
unions now have a triple 
motivation for their fight on the 
red merchant fleet and for their 
continued 
discussions 
of 
another boycott such as the 
refusal to handle red grain 
which became a critical issue in 
the 1976 presidential campaign. 


For a full week, leader by 
leader, 
I 
double 
checked 
maritime and waterfront union 
sentiment. They want a strong 
American 
merchant 
fleet 
because this would mean more 
jobs on shore and at sea They 
want the Jones Act enforced 
before the Soviet barge prac­ 
tice is picked up by other 
nations. And they believe the 
vulnerability 
of 
American 
secrets under constant ob­ 
servation by Soviet craft riding 
the inner rivers of America 
should end. 


The union chiefs point out 
that few took them seriously 
when in 1971 they threatened to 
boycott the Soviets. They also 
had warned former Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger they 
would clobber the Kremlin if its 
official state trust grain pur­ 
chasers came secretly into the 
U.S. and bought so heavily the 
price of bread would take off 
like 
a 
moon-rocket. 
Few 
heeded Then came the grain 
boycott. 


Well, this time the White 
House and the public should 
listen. 
The 
Russians 
are 
coming 
into 
heartland 
America. The maritime union 
chiefs want them stopped — or 
else labor will take to the 
boycott when it can be used 
strategically.

Striking It Rich 


WASHINGTON - (N EA ) — 
This is a tale of three cities — 
and of a trio of men who 
practiced law in them last year. 
Griffin B. Bell, now Attorney 
General, was a senior partner 
in King & Spalding, the biggest 
and most respected law firm in 
Atlanta. He earned $139,576 in 
1976. 
Cyrus 
R. 
Vance, 
now 
secretary of State, was a 
leading partner in Simpson, 
Thacher & Bartlett, one of New 
York’s most prestigious law 
firms. He earned $250,444 last 
year. 
Joseph A. Califano Jr., now 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, was a 
senior 
partner in Williams, Connolly & 
Califano, one of Washington’s 
best known law firms. 
He 
earned $505,490 in 1976. 
Why were Califano’s ear­ 
nings twice those of Vance’s 
and three and a half times as 
large as Bell’s? Part of the 
answer can be found in an 
obscure Census Bureau study 
called:

THE REPO RT, issued

months ago, includes the most 
recent and authoritative statis­ 
tics on the financial status of 
law firms in states and metro­ 
politan areas throughout the 
country. Here is what those 
figures reveal: 
—There are approximately 50 
law firms in Washington whose 
gross receipts exceed $1 million 
annually. Although they con­ 
stitute less than 11 per cent of 
all law firms in the city, they 
collect more than half of all 
revenues. 
—A typical partner in one of 
those major Washington firms 
ex joys pre-tax earnings of more 
than $100,000 a year. The 
comparable figure for partners 
in law firms throughout the 
nation is less than $39,000. 
—Those 
big 
Washington 
firms collectively grossed $122 
million in 1972, which gave each 
an average annual income of 
almost $2.6 million. Elsewhere 
in the country, the average was 
less than one-tenth as large. 
The practice of 
law 
in 
Washington is a very big 
business — and nowhere is that 
more evident than in the figures 
recently made public by Bell, 
Vance and Califano as part of 
President Carter’s Drogram of 


financial 
disclosure 
for 
members of his cabinet. 
IN FACT, Califano’s law firm 
income is vastly understated 
because a footnote in his public 
report shows that a “ ter­ 
mination payment” he is owed, 
an existing “ capital account” 
and a still-undrawn share of 
1976 income amount to more 
than $250,000.

But Califano is not alone in 
his receipt of such lavish 
payments. “ When I think back 
to the financial goals I set for 
myself when I started in (law! 
practice,” says the senior 
partner in one of Washington’s 
biggest law firms, “ my income 
today is just damned exv 
travagant and outlandish.

Partners in smaller firms 
and newly-admit ted partners in 
larger firms generally receive 
$75,000-$100,000 before taxes. 
The more senior partners at the 
bigger firms are in the $100,000-

Affluence or financial in­ 
dependence can help but does 
not necessarily make for a 
happy life. A feeling of rejec­ 
tion, of not being a useful 
citizen, can be demoralizing. 
But this need not be so. One can 
do volunteer work, 
develop 
hobbies, make oneself useful in 
the community. In other words, 
happiness can simply mean 
becoming involved. 
There are many government 
and private programs to help 
and provide interests for older 
people but unless you know 
about them and know how to 
reach them, you can’t take 
advantage of them. 
Washington, particularly the

and Welfare (H EW ), is trying 
to coordinate existing com­ 
munity services, establish new 
services where gaps exist and 
set up guidelines to help people 
reach them.

you have a special problem fot* 
which you would like help, they’ 
will refer you to the proper 
place or service. 
These cover a wide spectrum 
of concern and interests and 
include senior centers and 
clubs. United Way Agencies, 
religious organizations, publi^ 
health and 
welfare depart­ 
ments. District offices of the 
Social Security Administration, 
are also sources of information 
and service. Press and radio 
“ action” or “ hot” lines and 
consumer organizations can, 
also be helpful. 
Retirement, unless you are 
exceptionally 
fortunate, 
usually means a diminution of 
income, which can cause grave 
problems. Big Government 
often seems like a big. cold, 
unfeeling colossus but it does 
have a heart. Since 1974, the 
Supplemental Security Income 
Program (SSI) has been in 
effect. If you cannot get by on 
your Social Security payments, 
you may be eligible for this 
program which Social Security 
administers for blind, disabled 
and older people who have little 
or no other resources. 
Some communities 
have 
special services which may not 
be available in other places. 
For instance, in the area in 
which I live, which is South 
Florida, a taxi service for 
disabled or older people can be 
obtained for $1.00 a ride to and 
from a doctor’s office or even to 
get to one’s work. Appoint­ 
ments must be made in ad­ 
vance. Considering the high 
price of even the shortest taxi 
ride, this is indeed a bargain. 
Senior citizen groups are also 
provided with buses to get to a 
particular destination as part of 
one of their programs at little 
or 
no 
charge. 
These 
arrangements, as well, have to 
be made in advance since there 
are only a limited number of 
such buses available. If there is 
no such service in your com­ 
munity, pressure on the proper 
authorities 
might 
provide 
them. 
There is a public service 
commercial heard on our local 
radio and probably in other 
localities as well. It urges the 
older American to “ get off your 
rocker,” to seek 
out op­ 
portunities and to make for a 
better and happier life

Youngstown State University, 
who was 
in charge of the 
thematic development of the 
film which was produced by a 
grant from the Ohio Program in 
the Humanities. The showing of 
the film, which was researched 
and written by Dr. 
Lenore 
Hoffm ann, 
was 
sponsored 
locally by the Historical Society 
and the Salem Public Library. 
The film centers on the lives 
of two women, Betsy Cowles of 
Austinburg, who was an un­ 
married woman who supported 
herself as a school teacher and 
adm inistrator. 
As

abolitionist and an educational 
reformer and presiding officer 
at the Salem Convention in 1850, 
she characterizes the concern 
of 
the

Wrestling Mannings Part

For opposing coaches, it always seems that 
West Branch has an outstanding 98 pound 
wrestler and he always seems to be a Manning, 
Jeff or Dan. 
The Manning family is just as much a part of 
West Branch wrestling, as winning is.

Jeff Manning, a 1974 graduate, was West 
Branch’s first state champion in 1972, winning 
his Ohio championship crown as a 98 pound 
sophomore.

John Arena 
Although Dan weighed in at only 98 pounds, 
he wrestled in the 105 class both his sophomore 
and junior seasons to benefit the team When 
junior Bret Wyss climbed to 105 this year, after 
placing fifth in the state meet at 98 pounds last 
year, Dan’s hope of following in his brother’s 
footsteps and being a 98-pound state champion 
became reality. 
As a sophomore Dan posted an 11-9 record as 
West Branch’s starting 105, included in the nine 
losses was an education for the young un­ 
derclassman. He put the lessons of 1975 to use 
in his junior season, as Dan again competed as 
a 105 pounder and posted a 19-2 record After 
losing just one match during the dual season, 
Manning won a sectional championship 
Unfortunately, he lost his first match at the 
district level to be eliminated from further

While Dan weighed in at merely 90 pounds as 
a freshman and was deligated for junior 
varsity competition, Jeff was a four-year 
letter-winner Jeff’s only dual loss in four years 
was as a freshman. But even more astonishing 
is his four-year career record of 84 wins and 
just 11 losses. 
As a freshman, Jeff posted a 9-1 dual mark, 
was a 98-pound sectional champion and placed 
fourth in the Minerva Invitational and the 
district meet. 
As a sophomore, he put together the first of 
three straight 10-0 regular season records while 
gaining sectional, district and state titles. 
As a junior he moved up to the 105-pound 
class, again was unbeaten, won two tour 
nainent titles and a sectional crown. He missed 
advancing to the state meet with a third place 
finish in district competition. Unlike this year 
when the top five wrestlers in each weight class 
advanced to Columbus from the NEC) District 
Tournament, only the champions continued on 
in 1973 
Wrestling at 119 pounds as a senior, Jeff 
rolled up another impressive record, but came 
down w ith the flu at state-qualifying time and 
was only able to register a third place finish in 
the sectional meet. Climbing out of bed for the 
district meet, he was eliminated in the quarter* 
finals ending a brilliant career 
Jeff’s 17 regular season pins, 47 career pir 
and 93 straight dual victories still stand as West 
Branch sch<x>l records Together the Manning 
brothers have posted a family record of 131 
wins and 24 losses, a mark that may also be a 
school record. 
Yet, it is doubtful that the record will stop 
there, because there is still another Manning to 
come wrestling at West Branch That’s Greg, 
who lost just two matches as a member of the 
freshman team this year.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Each 
time I read an article on the 
bran treatment for diver- 
ticulosis I applaud heartily, 
for it has made a new life for 
me. In May 1975 I was having 
constant pain and had reached 
the point where I was about to 
climb the walls. The doctor 
found I had divertieulosis My 
X rays showed those pockets 
of the colon He put me on a 
bran diet and it certainly has 
worked for me. All Bran and 
Bran Buds work better for 
me. Morning and evening. 
The doctor cautioned me 
about two enemies of diver- 
ticulosis patients, spices and 
fats. It is true in my case You 
might tell your readers who 
are on a bran diet and have oc­

I 
had been without them for so 
long. However, I have to be 
very careful of the dressings I 
use on them.

DEAR READER - Bowel 
disorders are among the most 
common problems in our pop­ 
ulation. Divertieulosis, those 
little pockets of the colon oc­ 
cur in more than half of the 
people over 50 years of age. 
There is a good deal of 
evidence that the pockets 
develop because of a spastic 
colon problem which in turn is 
often related to a diet poor in 
bulk, specifically cereal fiber. 
I am sending you two issues 


of The Health Letter on these 
problems, number 2-1, Spastic 
or Irr ita b le C olon and 
Constipation, and 5-6, Diver- 
ticulosis. Good bowel habits 
help to prevent Divertieulosis.

10-year 
bitter 
and 
sometimes violent struggle 
over the bargaining rights of 
the field hands in the West has 
ended with an 
agreem ent 
between the Teamsters Union 
and Cesar Chavez’ United 
Farm Workers. 


The pact, in effect, allows the 
AFL-CIO U FW to become the 
union representative for just 
about all field hands while the 
Teamsters Union will retain 
jurisdiction over commercial 
packing sheds and 
off-farm 
transportation of crops. 


Chavez and M E . Anderson, 
director of the Western Confer­ 
ence of Teamsters, signed the 
agreem ent 
Thursday 
with 
Teamsters President Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons looking on. Fitz­ 
simmons called the signing a 
“ momentous occasion." 
Chavez said, “ It’s 10 years 
later, and both of us are fed up 
with fighting each other.” He 
added that the U FW would now 
to able to throw its full weight 
into 
organizing 
field 
hands 
without 
expending 
needed 
money and energy into fighting 
the Teamsters. 
The agreement covers the 13 
Western states and will remain 
in effect for five years. The 
labor leaders said that after 
two years “ good faith negotia­ 
tions for a national agreement 
will be undertaken.” 
Last summer under a new 
state farm labor law represen­ 
tational elections were held 


throughout California’s farm 
areas. The U FW won most. 
As current contracts expire, 
the Teamsters agreed to with­ 
draw. However, the Teamsters 
will keep some, but not all, of 
the pacts negotiated prior to 
1970. 
Chavez began his drive for 
organizing farm workers in the 
early 1960s in the vineyards 
around Delano in the Central 
Valley. The Teamsters then 
entered the picture but within a 
short 
time 
decided 
against 
trying to get into the agricultur­ 
al union business. 
However, as the U FW began 
making big inroads the Team ­ 
sters again entered the compe­ 
tition. The battle escalated into 
arrests and acts of violence as 
well as 
bitter charges 
and 
countercharges. 
In 
announcing 
the 
agreement, Chavez said, “ We 
hope the growers will now give 
up their anti-union fight and 
realize the time has come to 
give workers their rights.” 
Anderson said his union was 
giving up about 12,000 mem­ 
bers. Chavez could not give an 
im m ediate estim ate of his 
m embership 
because 
it 
changes with the agricultural 
seasons.

Edmund G. Brown Jr . said he

C IN C IN N A TI (U P I) - The 
murders of nine young women 
in the area in the past two years 
were studied by area law en­ 
forcement agencies Thursday, 
but there was no immediate 
indication of a common link. 
“ Nothing in the information 
that we have examined so far 
today establishes any relation­ 
ship between 
the 
individual 
deaths,” said Hamilton County 
Coroner Dr. Frank Cleveland, 
who headed the special session. 
However, Cleveland repeated 
an earlier statement that “ It is 
possible that 
the cases are 
related.” He indicated there 
could be future meetings to 
search for a link 
Cleveland called the meeting 
of southwestern Ohio, northern 
Kentucky and southeastern 
Indiana agencies in the wake of 
several unsolved murders of 
young women. 
All the women ranged in age 
from their mid-teens to mid-20s 
and several had been dumped 
nude in remote areas following 
violent deaths. 
Last week the local coroner’s 
office checked the files of 16 
young women murdered in the 
area in the last two years. The 
number to be studied for a 
possible link was cut to 11 
earlier this week and by the 
time Thursday’s meeting start­ 
ed the number was trimmed to 


It has been speculated that 
drugs may have played a part 
in the murder motives of some 
or 
all 
of 
the 
women, 
but 
Cleveland downplayed that sus­ 
picion Thursday. 
“ We have looked at the phase 
of the problem, but there is 
nothing in the information that 
we have that would indicate 
there is a problem as far as a 
major drug involvement,” he 
said. 
“ There were several (m ur­ 
dered 
women) 
who 
had 
a 
history of using drugs to some 
extent, and of the girls who had 
used drugs, none of them to our 
knowledge were mainliners — 
did not use intravenous drugs. 
“ We have nothing to suggest 
that there was a drug-related 
attack which led to their 
deaths,” he added.

m urderers, C leveland said, 
“ W e’re not ruling it out or 
ruling it in. There may be no 
relationship to the deaths, but 
each has certain features in 
common.”

ST. LOUIS (UPI) — Am eri­ 
cans hoping the harsh winter of 
1977 has been an isolated fluke 
of nature will be disappointed in 
the long-term forecast from Dr. 
Albert J . Pallmann. 
The St. Louis U n iversity 
professor, a leading authority 
on meteorology and climatolo­ 
gy, expects cold weather to be 
the 
rule 
in 
the

Hemisphere for ‘he next 10 to 20 
years. 
L ittle 
inform ation 
is 
available from south of the 
equator, he said, because there 
are few suitable sites for 
weather stations there, 
Pallmann said a 
gradual 


cooling has been recorded since 
about 
1945 in the Northern 
Hemisphere. From 1885 to 1945 
there was a worldwide warm ­ 
ing trend, he said. 


“ Now here comes something 
which in my view at least is 
disconcerting: 
Cooling 
rates 
have been steepening (a c ­ 
celerating) so that in the last 30 
years the cooling has been as 
steep as the warming was for 
the 60 years before that.’’ 


M eteorologists are unsure 
why the world is cooling faster 
than it had been warming. 
Pallm ann said 
a 
possible 
explanation is that the output of 


energy from the sun is subject 
to long-range cycles. It would 
take only a small reduction in 
the sun’s output to bring on 
worldwide disaster, he said. 
A reduction of three or four 
per cent could bring on a new 
ice age. Pallmann said there is 
no reason to think anything so 
drastic as that will happen. 
“ You cannot have an ice age 
beginning out of a bad winter or 
out of 10 bad winters,” he said. 
Evidence that warm and cold 
weather occur in 
long-term 
cycles 
is found 
in samples 
taken 
from 
glaciers, 
which 
leave their history in their 
layers, he said. 


Pallmann also said satellite 
photos show the snow-covered 
polar icecap has been expand­ 
ing southward in recent years. 
He said the expansion process 
feeds on itself and brings colder 
temperatures to the northern 
hemisphere. 
Snow reflects most of the 
sun’s rays while the heat from 
the rays is absorbed by water 
and dark soil. Because the area 
of the earth covered by snow is 
now larger, more heat from the 
sun is lost than before. This 
brings colder temperatures and 
more snow, adding to the size of 
the icecap and resulting in 
more cold and snow. 
Mexico—A New Source Of Oil 


M EX IC O C IT Y ( U P I) - With 
probable oil reserves of more 
than 60 billion barrels and a 
new, aggressive export policy, 
Mexico is on the verge of 
becoming 
a 
m ajor 
world 
petroleum power, as it was 
more than half a century ago. 
By 
1982, 
officials 
predict, 
Mexico will be exporting crude 
oil 
on 
a 
scale 
equal 
to 
Venezuela — over a million 
barrels a day. 
Right now, its exports of 
crude are relatively modest — 
about 150,000 barrels a day. But 
when the state oil company 
Petroleos Mexicanos (Pem ex) 
confirmed the extent of the 
country’s oil wealth in Feb­ 
ruary, Pemex director Jorge 
Diaz Serrano indicated Mexico 
would look increasingly to 
exports as a way out of its 
current economic bind 
This was a direct reversal of 
the policy under the Echeverria 
administration, which nearly 
always played down the size of 
Mexico's reserves and empha­ 
sized that domestic needs 
would come before exports 
But with a $20 billion public 
foreign debt and a $3 billion 
trade deficit, oil 
represents 
Mexico’s best hope of solvency. 
In the early 1920s, with oil 
resources under British and 
American control, Mexico was 
a major oil exporter. But the 
foreign companies, fearing 
g o vern m en t 
re s tric tio n s , 
rushed to extract the oil at a 
pace 
that 
soon 
depleted 
reserves in the famous Faja de 
Oro (Golden Belt) fields in 
Veracruz state. 
B y 
1937, the year before 
Mexico nationalized 
her 
oil 
resources, output was down to 
50 million barrels. 
Mexico did not become an 
exporter again until 1974, when 
discovery of the abundant 
Reforma and Cactus fields in 
the southeastern states of 
Tabasco and Chiapas 
made 
international headlines 
Today, 60 per cent of national 
output — which just passed the 
million barrel a day mark — 
comes from gushers in the 
southeast 
fields. 
Ten, fields 
already are producing, at an 
average of 5,500 barrels per day 
per 
well. 
Twenty-five 
more 
fields have been explored. 
Another 80 potentially 
oil 
bearing structures have been 
identified. 
Oil experts say, 
however, 
most 
of 
Mexico could 
be 
literally floating on a sea of oil.

geophysical 
reasons, 
the Pacific Coast

Baja California, is not likely to 
contain oil But virtually all of

massive infusions of capital. 
Pemex has a $15.5 billion in­ 
vestment program planned for 
the six-year term of President 
Jose Lopez Portillo. 
G iven M exico’s newfound 
confidence in the size of her 
reserves, there should be no 
shortage of investors. 
In fact, the Mexican subsoil 
may hold much more than 60 
billion barrels of oil and natural 


gas. (By way of comparison, 
Saudi Arabia has 
148 billion 
barrels, the United States has 
34 billion, and Venezuela has 18 
billion.) 
Said Diaz Serrano, “ As more 
of the 
national 
territory 
is 
explored, the total reserves get 
larger.” 
Of the promising areas of 
Mexico, 90 per cent remain to 
be explored.

winters by stocking up in the 
fall and not leaving loads of fuel 
and other supplies stuck in ice 
on the Ohio River in January. 
Storage is an additional cost, 
but it’s better to pay a little 
more to have stock on hand 
than to be depleted because of 
adverse weather.”

Ways To Cut Heating Costs 


When those nippy winds are 
blowing outside, it’s good to be 
in a comfortable warm house, 
sipping a 
hot 
cup of tea. 
Keeping a house nice and warm 
isn’t easy though, is it9 But 
there area number of things we 
can do that won’t cost anything 
and will help keep our homes 
comfortable 
during 
these 
winter months. 
Always try to make sure the 
furniture arrangement in each 
room doesn’t block the flow of 
warm air. Be sure to keep 
chairs and sofas away from in 
front 
of 
floor 
registers or 
radiators. Not only does this 


keep the heat from being evenly 
distributed throughout 
the 
room, but the warm air will dry 
out the wood in the frame of 
your 
furniture 
pieces. 
Deflectors for floor registers 
aren’t too expensive and will 
help direct the air flow toward 
the center of the room 
If you have rooms that you’re 
not using, like a guest room, 
shut the registers or turn off the 
radiator and close the door. 
And remember that heat rises: 
be sure any openings to the 
attic or crawl space are closed 
tightly and well sealed 
Warm air is drawn to win­ 


dows so close your drapes at 
night 
If the sun is shining 
during the day leave the drapes 
open to catch that warm sun 
shine in your room. It’s helpful 
to have draperies 
with 
in­ 
sulated lining m aterial 
if 
possible. 
Whenever you use the oven 
leave the door open after it s 
turned off. No sense in wasting 
all that nice warm air! If your

features at the recommended 
levels. However, the poorly - 
insulated house will yield much 
greater savings on fuel bills 
after the improvements are 
madp This means that your 
investment will generally pay 
back fast enough to cover the 
monthly payments on a home 
improvement loan. Once the 
loan is paid off, the additional 
savings are free and clear! 
Even if you don’t plan to live 
in your house long enough to 
reap the full return on your 
investment in the form of 
lowered utility bills, it will 
probably still pay to invest in 
energy 
conservation 
im ­ 
provements now. Because of 
higher energy prices, a well- 
insulated house is likely to sell 
more quickly and at a higher 
price than a poorly-insulated 
house with high utility bills. 
You can show your low fuel bills 
to prospective buyers. They 
will find the small increase in 
monthly mortgage payments 
will be more than offset by 
monthly fuel bill savings, 
possibly bringing the co6t of 
living in the house within their 
reach. The increased value of 
the house alone might cover the 
cost to you of making the in­ 
vestm ent 
in 
energy 
con­ 
servation improvements. 
Even though utility bills rise 
as energy prices increase, the 
rise will be much less than it 
would have been without in­ 
creased insulation. In fact, you 
might think of energy con­ 
servation improvements as a 
hedge against inflation. (Are 
you beating inflation with your 
after tax dividends from other 
investments?) 
You may not have thought 
about energy conservation this 
way, but investing in these 
improvements is better than 
mo6t alternative low-risk, long­ 
term investments you can 
make. When you invest in 
energy 
conservation 
im ­ 
provements, you immediately 
begin to earn dividends in the 
form of reduced utility bills. 
Payback periods on energy 
improvements, as well as net 
savings, will vary depending on 
the extent and kind of im­ 
provements made. 
If your home already has 
some insulation, check to make 
sure attic insulation is at least 
six inches thick. Ceiling in­ 
sulation is relatively easy to 
install. Sidewall insulation, 
unless installed at the time the 
home is built, can be done. It’s 
just more complicated and 
costly. 
Install mineral wool, glass 
fiber, or cellulose insulation to 
a depth of six inches in the attic 
if there is presently little or no 
insulation Heating costs should 
drop about 20 per cent if this 
insulation is added. If 15 million 
homes with inadequate attic 
insulation were upgraded, 
about 400,000 barrels of heating 
oil would be saved each day 
during the winter, thereby 
reducing the Nation’s demand 
for residential heating fuels by 
four per cent. Installation of 
insulation in the walls also 
yields a large energy saving but 
requires special equipment and 
professional help in existing 
homes. 
It is always best to select 
insulation on the basis of cost 
per resistance unit - the “R” 
value - rather than on cost per 
inch. 
Energy savings are provided 
by resistance to heat flow and 
not thickness per se. Two dif­ 
ferent kinds of insulation may 
have the same thickness, but 
the one with the higher R value 
will perform better 
Insulate hot water storage 
tank and hot water piping. Duct 
insulation may be needed in 
areas which are not heated or 
cooled (e.g. attic or garage.) 
A vaporbarrier will prevent 
water vapor from condensing 


rafters of the house. 
WATER BEST 
Water is almost the perfect 
medium for heating systems, 
notes the National Better 
Heating-Cooling Council. It 
retains heat far longer, for 


6, than air. In warm air 
i, o n c^ U JlK tiT ^ a t is 
satisfied, the room begins to 
cool perceptibly.

“ Petroleum and natural gas 
provide the means for travel 
and transportation, heats or 
cools many homes and powers 
many factories,” Teater said. 
“ Oil and natural gas rank 
second as Ohio’s most valuable 
natural 
energy 
resource, 
preceded only by coal.” 
According to Ted DeBrosse, 
A ctirg 
Chief 
of 
O D N R’s 
Division of Oil and Gas, oil or 
gas have been discovered in 69 
of Ohio’s 88 counties since 1860. 
There are currently 
nearly 
27,000 wells producing oil or gas 
in the state. Over 54,000 miles of 
pipelines transport crude oil, 
natural 
gas 
and 
refined 
petroleum 
products 
to 
refineries and consumers. 
DeBrosse sees the brochure 
as a special teaching aid for 
schools 
and 
feels 
the 
publication w ill be of interest to 
Ohioans during the present 
natural gas shortage. 
“ We must remain aware that 
even though there has been a 
warming trend in the weather 
this week, the energy shortage 
is still critical,” DeBrosse said.

Although our thermostats are 
now set at 65 degrees and lower, 
we can still feel quite com­ 
fortable if we take advantage of 
the latest developments in 
home heating, reports the 
National 
Better 
Heating- 
Cooling Council. 
One of these developments is 
‘constan t 
c ir c u l a t io n . ’ 
According to the Council, this 
has been proven effective in 
both hydronic (hot water) and 
forced warm air systems. 
Here’s how it works: 
r 


Some homes with hydronic 
systems have only one ther­ 
mostat and a separate water 
heater. 
For 
constant cir­ 
culation, the pump circulating 
the hot water through the 
system should be on all the 
time. 
When the thermostat 
calls for heat, the burner is 
activated to heat the water. 
When the ’stat is satisfied, the 
burner turns off, but the water, 
still hot, keeps circulating. In 
this way, the walls, floors and 
furniture stay warm. Best of 
all, even when the ’stat is set 
lower, 
we are 
more 
com­ 
fortable with constant cir­ 
culation than with intermittent 
circulation. 
In warm air systems, 
it 
works the same way. The fan is 
always on, and the ’stat con­ 
trols the burner. However, the 
fan should have variable speeds 
to operate faster on colder 
days. 
To convert to constant cir­ 
culation, have your circulator 
or fan wired directly to its own 
switch. At the end of the winter, 
turn it off.

Review Made 
Of Energy 


Across Ohio 


E nergy 
is 
the 
key 
to 
productivity and a vital chapter 
in the story of Ohio. Much of the 
young 
fuel 
industry’s 
development took place in Ohio 
in the 1088’s. In fact, the world’s 
first oil tycoon, John D. 
Rockefeller, built his fortune 
from a Cleveland base. 
One of the first wells for oil 
and gas was drilled in 1814 in 
Noble County. The reservoir 
was discovered accidentally in 
drilling for brine. 
It wasn’t until 1860, however, 
th at 
the 
com m ercial 
development of oil began in 
Ohio. Some decades later. Ohio 
experienced an oil boom. For 
eight years from 1895 to 1902, 
Ohio produced more oil than 
any other state. 
During the late 19th century, 
Ohio’s natural gas industry 
experienced 
a 
boom. 
Excitement spread throughout 
the area of Findlay after large 
reservoirs of natural gas were 
discovered. 
Oil 
was 
the 
valuable product. Natural gas, 
thought to be inexhaustible, 
was burned off at the wellhead 
as a waste product. Gas torches 
and street lamps burned night 
and day. Visitors came from 
miles around to view the wells 
on fire. 
These events reinforced the 
myth that natural gas was 
inexhaustible. Offers of free 
natural gas brought new in­ 
dustry. The population of 
Findlay doubled, and the 
residents felt the area was on 
the way to becoming the in­ 
dustrial center of the Midwest. 
But the supply was not in­ 
finite. 
With 
the 
feverish 
drilling, the boom collapsed, 
and Findlay was faced with a 
natural gas shortage. 
Ohio’s oil and gas reserves 
are still sufficient to provide a 
critically 
im portant 
sup­ 
plement to the dwindling supply 
available from the Southwest. 
Ohio is one of the world’s 
larg est users of industrial 
natural gas. Through the ef­ 
forts of state government, Ohio 
has adopted a unique self-help 
gas drilling program to en­ 
courage industries to secure 
locally-produced gas to help 
meet industrial demands. 
Natural gas production in 
Ohio accounts for 10 per cent of 
the state’s requirements. This 
is double the fiture of just three 
years ago. 
One of the most promising 
natural gas sources of the 
future is shale gasification. 
More than half of the state is 
underlain with Devonian shale, 
potentially the richest fossil 
fuel resource for Ohio. It has 
been estimated that there are 
60 to 70 trillion cubic feet of 
natural gas in the Ohio shales, 
recoverable by means of ad­ 
vanced technology. 
The most 
valuable 
and 
plentiful fuel resource in Ohio is 
coal. Ohio ranks fourth in the 
nation in coal production, and 
there are huge uncommitted 
reserves. Coal production is 
concentrated in the eastern half 
of the state, with both strip 
mining and deep mining ac 
tivities. 
With 
its 
abundant 
coal 
supplies, Ohio can boast of an 
electric energy supply that few 
other 
states 
can 
equal 
Capacity 
is 
excellent 
for 
present demand, and plans for 
orderly expansion of capacity 
to meet future demand are 
constantly being drawn.

conversion 
are

The coldest winter in 187 
years in most parts of the 
United States has produced the 
severe energy shortages ex­ 
perts have been forecasting for 
several years. In addition, it’s 
created an economic crisis.

homeowners faced heating bills 
33 to 50 per cent higher than 
normal. 
“Accentuating this problem, 
predictions are for fuel prices 
to rise and for the temperatures 
to remain unseasonably cold,” 
notes Joseph F. Kimpflen, a 
residential energy expert. “So 
the prospects of relief for our 
pocketbooks 
are 
not 
too 
promising,” he adds. 
A comparison of degree days 
experienced from October 1 to 
Jan. 23 of this year, versus the 
average degree days for a 
comparable period in the past 
30 
years, 
confirms 
this. 
(Degree days were developed 
by the U.S* Weather Service 
and are used by utilities, fuel 
suppliers 
and 
others 
to 
estimate fuel needs for winter 
heating.) In Ohio, Illinois, and 
Indiana for example, some of 
the most severely affected

experienced 
winter 
weather from 34 per cent to 44 
per cent colder than normal for 
the heating season so far. (The 
average is 37 per cent.)

Other cities experienced 
similar chilling effects, even 
though their winter weather is 
also normally 
very cold. 
Milwaukee was 22 per cent 
colder than normal; Omaha, 24 
per cent; St. Louis, 41 per cent, 
Portland, Maine; 20 per cent. 
The south has been even more 
severely affected. Houston, 
Texas, experienced a winter 96 
per cent colder. Jacksonville 
was 73 per cent colder; New 
Orleans, 70 per cent; Bir­ 
mingham, 45 per cent. 
While there’s little you can do 
about the weather, you can take 
measures to reduce your 
heating bill.” Kimpflen says. 
Hoeowners can save xk per cent 


of their heating bills for EACH 
degree they set their ther­ 
mostats below 70 degrees. That 
means having your house at 65 
degrees will save you 5 per cent 
to 10 per cent by turning the 
thermostat bade 10 degrees at 
night.

on the shaded side of the house 
or wearing extra clothing, help

energy experts counsel that one 
of the most cost-effective 
permanent 
improvements 
which a homeowner can un­ 
dertake himself is to make sure 
he has a minimum of six inches 
of fiber glass insulation in the 
attic.

the 


National Bureau of Standards 
suggests many homes require 
12

COMFORT 
The optimum in year-round 
comfort, according to the Bet­ 
ter Heating-Cooling Council, is 
achieved when there is hydron- 
ic (hot w ater) 
baseboard 
heating 
and

overhead air conditioning 
system. Such a set-up follows 
the scientific principle that 
heated air rises and cooled air 
falls.

If the hot air is blowing up 
towards the ceiling and then out 
of the living room, your floor 
may be 8 degrees to 10 degrees 
colder than your ceiling, warns 
the Better Heating-Cooling 
Council. 
If the registers blow the hot 
air straight across the floor and 
out the door, your feet will get 
warm, but you will feel a chill 
when you stand up 
There should be about a three 
degree difference between the 
floor and the six-foot level in 
your rooms to maintain a 
feeling of comfort Hbt water 
baseboard, which does not have 
fans or blowing air, relies on 
gentle circulation of natural 
convection.

Turn your thermostat down 
at night but not more than 
about six degrees. Any greater 
amount will require so much 
extra fuel to get the tem ­ 
perature back where you want 
it that savings are cancelled 
out.

Color tv 
sets consume more power than 
black and white. 
Wash full loads when you use

Just Pile On The Wood 


★★★ 
Poor Rural Community In Virginia 
Very Happy To Be Using Old Stoves 


PARTLOW, Va. (UPI) — In 
this sprawling and generally 
poor rural community midway 
between Richmond and Wa­ 
shington, most of the families 
years ago rejected electricity 
or gas for heat. They were 
happy with their wood stoves. 
And while the rest of the 
nation fought to stay warm and 
still conserve fuel during the 
big freeze in January, Roose­ 
velt and Angeline Johnson were 
warm and comfortable. 
The elderly 
couple, 
their 
families and neighbors 
are 
surviving the cold and energy 
shortage just fine, 
keeping 
warm by burning wood in their 
stoves and heaters. 
“We’re as warm as we can 
be,” Mrs. Johnson said as she 
fried chicken wings atop her 
white stove. ‘‘We haven’t had to 
turn our thermostats back. We 
don’t even have one. 
Most of the people who live in 
Partlow are black, many of 


them descendants of slaves who 
once toiled on plantations in the 
are a . Some old plantation 
houses switched to electric or 
gas heat while both were cheap 
and abundant. 
But now they are much cooler 
than the Johnson home or the 
others heated by wood stoves. 
“We haven’t had any energy 
shortage,” Mrs Johnson said. 
“Wood is aplenty and our wood- 
burning stoves and heaters 
work just fine.” 
Slipping a supply of wood into 
the stove, her husband offered, 
another reason for using the 
wood stoves. 
“Food tastes best on a wood- 
burning stove. Those new 
electric and gas stoves cook 
food too fast,” he said. 
The gas shortage and cold 
has had severe effects in 
Virginia, shutting down hun­ 
dreds of schools,and industries. 
Gov. Mills E.Godwin declared a 
state of emergency last month. 


For a time most businesses 
were not allowed to stay open 
for more than 40 hours a week. 
But as with the Johnsons, the 
state of emergency hasn’t been 
much of a bother to Julia and 
Coleman 
Thompson. 
Mrs. 
Thompson has an electric 
stove, but for heat she depends 
on her wood heaters and wood- 
burning stove. 
“People around us have had 
it pretty tough, but we’ve been 
making it real well,” she said 
Curtis Hart, 68, a retired 
m aintenance 
w orker 
who 
spends most of his days trap­ 
ping raccoon and foxes, gets a 
chuckle from the effect of the 
cold winter on those with gas 
heat. 
“Gas is clean and it works 
fine when there is enough of it,’’ 
he said. “But you can’t beat 
that wood heat. And food tastes 
b etter 
from 
wood-burning 
stoves. There’s nothing like it.” 
“We seem to be doing very 
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good,” Hart said. “ I got my 
wood before it got cold, from a 
friend who owns an old saw­ 
mill. It didn’t even cost me 
anything.” 
But the cold has caused some 
problems in Partlow. 
A number of underground 
pipes froze, leaving residents 
without indoor water for a few 
days. Many had to draw water 
from wells. 
“Actually, I kind of enjoyed 
it," H art’s wife Grace said. “It 
reminds me of the old days 
before we had indoor w ater."

W aiting for hot w eather 
before you begin thinking about 
installation of a central cooling 
system , or even the routine 
preventive maintenance of a 
system you already have, is- 
like waiting until the rain starts 
before you fix the roof, the Air-

Institute says. 
If you wait until sum m er for 
installation or servicing, ARI 
points 
out, 
your

conditioning contractor will be 
in

busiest 
period. 
The 
possibility of delay exists, and 
if it m aterializes it can cause a 
lot of unnecessary discomfort. 
The solution in both cases — 
installation or servicing — is to 
plan ahead and get in touch 
with your contractor or ser­ 
vicem an before hot weather is 
at hand. 
Th ere a re im portant a d ­ 
vantages in doing this other 
than avoidance of delay, ARI 
says. For one thing, in the cold 
weather 
months 
contractors 
usually are looking for ad ­ 
ditional 
installation work to 
keep their employees busy In 
many cases, they will reduce 
prices somewhat in order to 
attract business. For another, 
the contractor should be able to 
schedule your installation work 
for the specific time when you 
will 
be 
the 
le ast 
in­ 
convenienced. 
Routine preventive m ain ­ 
tenance in the winter or early 
spring, ARI says, can give you 
a more ufficiently operating 
system all sum m er long, and 
perhaps more important, it can 
avoid hot weather breakdowns. 
What routine inspection and 
servicing will include, and how 
much it will co6t, will vary 
according to the type of system 
and equipment you have and 
how 
long 
it 
has 
been 
in 
operation. But here are some of 
the things a servicem an might 
check over to m ake certain that 
your system will go into action 
smoothly and efficiently when 
hot weather arrives: 
C lean outside condensing 
unit, and paint if needed to 
prevent rust. 
Check filters and change if 
necessary 
Check electrical switches and 
contacts. 
Check refrigerant level. 
D on’t 
cook, 
m op, 
w ash 
clothes or engage in any other 
heat- or humitidity-producing 
activity in the middle of the day 
when the air conditioner has its 
hands full with outdoor heat 
and h u m

Remember-- 
Change Filters 


It’s easier to change air- 
conditioning filters than it is to 
remember to do it. 
But 
remembering to regularly 
change or clean these filters is 
important to the efficient 
operation of your central air- 
conditioning system, the Air- 
Conditioning and Refrigeration 
Institute says. 
The dirt, pollen and other 
impurities that collect on filters 
should be removed at least 
three or four times a year. 


Permanent filters side out 
easily and may be washed in 
the laundry tub or hosed down 
outdoors. A viscous spray 
treatment will increase their 
ability to remove impurities 
from the air. 
Economical disposable filters 
are usually available at hard­ 


ware stores or supermarkets. 
Electronic air cleaners also 
need periodic cleaning. Some 
are flushed clean automatically 
at the touch of a button; others 
are cleaned in a “cell wash” 
container, an accessroy sup­ 
plied or recommended by the 
manufacturer.

This is how a central air-conditioning system works: a liquid 
refrigerant moves into evaporator coils at right (inside the house), 
evaporating into a vapor while absorbing heat from the air in the 
process. 
The cool air is blown through ducts into the house 
M eanwhile, the vaporized refrigerant, laden with heat, passes to 
the outside com pressor-condensor (at left), where it is com ­ 
pressed and condensed back into liquid as heat is released 
Then the cycle begins again Heat pum ps cool by means of this 
sam e cycle, and then to heat a house in winter the heat pump 
reverses the cycle, pulling heat in from outdoors.

She’s showing me way 10 
fuel savings. The Connecticut governor volunteered to promote the state’s “ Home Energy 
Savers Program” after learning that it was costing some $3,900 to heat her official 
residence in Hartford. The candle is used in the “flicker test” for windows. A wavering 
flam e indicates a draft, with consequent heat and energy loss. Additional weatherstripping 
and caulking is the remedy. The governor and State Energy Commissioner Lynn Brooks, 
right, check attic insulation. The ruler shows only three inches, two-thirds less than 
recommended for most homes. Connecticut is one of 12 states participating in the conser­ 
vation program launched by the Federal Energy Administration. 
Check Your Own Heating Plant 
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New (filin g Saves Fuel 
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A lot of people are suddenly 
aware that heating contractors 
are very busy men, and getting 
one to check a system that isn’t 
working may require patience. 
On the other hand, there are 
many things that homeowners 
can do themselves to keep the 
house warm while the fuel 
lasts. 
Regardless of the kind of 
system you have — hydronics 
(hot water), 
warm 
air or 
electric resistance — vacuum 
all distributors regularly. In 
warm air systems this means 
cleaning the registers and 
changing the filters often. Dust 
Is an insulator, and if enough 
collects, it will keep the heat 
from getting into the room 
Also, in warm air systems, the 
heat is circulated by fans or 
blowers, and if the outlets are 
dirty you’ll be breathing dirty 
air. 
Make sure the motor and 
blower are oiled, and the belt 
drive adjusted. If there is a 
humidifier, the water supply 
should be on and in good 
working order. 
In hydronic systems, clean 
all the radiators. If you have 
baseboard heating, remove the 
front panels and vacuum the 
heating elements. 
Don’t be 
afraid of them. The panels lift 
off with a little pressure. 
Sometimes air gets into the 
system and prevents the hot 
water from 
circulating. 
To 
correct this, you’ll have to 
‘bleed’ the lines. 
Find the nearest vent — 
usually at the end of the run 
where the system is returning 
to the boiler, and place a small 
saucer under it Turn up the 
thermostat to activate the 
system. Using a very small 
screwdriver, open the vent until 
some water escapes. Close the 
vent. You 
have solved the 
problem. 
Add a few drops of oil to the 
circulator once a year to keep it 
in good working order. 
Even if your system is 
working properly, it pays to 
have a contractor check it 
every year Just by cleaning 
the chimney and adjusting the 
burner, he will increase its 
efficiency and reduce your fuel 
bills.

Facts About 
Today's Building 
Techniques 


With the energy crisis with os, it has changed our 
building technique somewhat. 
Using one inch styrofoam tongue and groove 
sheathing instead of one half inch celotex on out­ 
side walls. 
Styrofoam lacks the high backing strength of dia­ 
gonal sheathing or plywood corners. Therefore, 
when using Styrofoam a special let-in bracing is 
needed at the corners. 
The tongue and groove styrofoam is a high per­ 
formance insulation that covers the entire wood 
framing to eliminate the gape and drafts that are 
common with celotex. 
Special attention should be given to getting a good 
tight vapor seal on the interior of the wall. Seal well 
at windows and convenience outlets and staple 
vapor barrier backing to the face of the studs rath­ 
er than on the sides. Polyethylene film does a bet­ 
ter job because of the fewer lap joints. The purpose 
is to minimize vapor accumulation within the walls, 
since any vapor would be retarded by the styrofoam 
in working its way outside and could condense 
within the wall. 
Polyethylene should be used with the unfaced 
friction-fit fiberglas building insulation or blown 
cellulose wood fiber insulation. Using the system 
would reduce heat gain and heat loss through the 
side walls to the barest minimum. 
A well insulated ceiling area with good ventila­ 
tion would give you a comfortable home year round 
and save energy. 
In existing structure the blown-in 
type is the easiest to install. It would cut fuel cost 
and give you a more comfortable home in winter 
and summer. It would also cut down on ice build­ 
up as was seen this past winter. 
If you had a lot of ice on your home this past win­ 
ter, you don’t have enough insulation. Heat is es­ 
caping and causing the snow to melt from under­ 
neath. When it hits the eaves, it’s refreezing, caus­ 
ing ice build-up, and then causing damage to gut­ 
ter and roof area.

Fill extra wide cracks like those at the sills (where the 
house meets the foundation) with oakum, glass fiber 


insulation strips, etc.) 


Drawing a good bead of caulk will take a little practice. 
First attempts may be a bit messy. Make sure the bead 
overlaps both sides for a tight seal. 


In places where you can’t quite fill the gaps, finish the 


job with caulk. 


Caulking compound also comes 
in rope form. Unwind it and 
force it into cracks with your 
fingers. You can fill extra long 
cracks easily this way.

County's CAC Winterizes Homes 


The 
E m ergency 
E nergy 
Conservation Program of the 
Community Action Agency of 
Columbiana County has been a 
success according to Earl R. 
Joy, Assistant Director of the 
agency. The program, which 
has been in existence since 
January of 1976, consists of two 
major components. 
The first, and m ost far 
reaching, of these is the home 
winterization project. To date 
sixty-two homes of low-income, 
elderly, 
and 
handicapped 
homeowners have been win­ 
terized. The winterization in­ 
cludes the insulation of the 
attic, the installation of storm 
windows and doors, weather- 
stripping, 
caulking, 
glass 
replacement, and minor repair 
work. Fifty-one, or 82 per cent, 
of the 62 homes that have been 
winterized are owned by per­ 
sons over 60 years of age. 
The actual insulation work is 
done by a two-man crew who 
w ere unem ployed prior to 
working in 
the Community 
Action Agency 
winterization 
program. 
The second component of the 
E nergy 
P rogram 
is 
th e 
Emergency Utility Fund. This 
project is designed to aid low- 
income and elderly families 
with high utility bills that are in 
danger of disconnection. In the 
past three months the CAA has 
assisted 135 families with an 
average expenditure of $40.26. 
Every elderly person who 
applied for assistance was 
helped until the funds were 
depleted due to the severe 
weather in January and early 
February. The CAA is con­ 
tinuing to take applications for 
utility assistance in order to 
document the need that exists 
as well as attem pt to aid the 
client by seeking aid from other 
sources. The CAA also assisted 
95 families for an average 
expenditure of $37.94 between 
January and June of 1976. 
On Feb. 1, 1977 the Com 
m unity 
Action 
Agency 
of 
Columbiana County received 
notification of another win­ 
terization grant aw ard of 
$12,919.00. This will enable the 
agency to winterize at least 22 
additional homes by August 31, 
1977. The 13,229.75 of this grant 
to be used for emergency utility 
assistance has been spent 
The homes to be winterized in 
the program are selected by an 


advisory board made up erf 
representatives from utility 
companies, concerned citizens, 
and 
representatives 
from 
public service organizations. 
Mr. John Sweet, of the Ohio 
Edison, and Mr. Ken Maloy of 
Columbia Gas represent the 
Salem area on this board. 
M rs. Ruth Jenkins, who 
represents the Colum biana 
County Welfare Department 
and the CAA Board of Trustees, 
is chairman of the Energy 


Advisory Board. Mrs. Jenkins 
indicates that federal poverty 
guidelines are used to deter­ 
mine eligibility. She also adds 
that all homeowners who apply 
and qualify financially, will 
have their homes evaluated and 
assessed by an investigation 
team. 
With the information collect­ 
ed on the homes by the in­ 
vestigation team, the Energy 
Advisory Council reviews the 
applications and selects those 


that they determ ine m ost 
needful of the service. 
Earl Joy reports that seven of 
the 62 homes winterized to date 
are located in the Salem area 
The only communities 
that 
have not had a home winterized 
yet are Columbiana. Leetonia, 
Rogers, 
and 
H anoverton. 
Because this is a pilot project, 
Joy adds that application from 
these com m unities will be 
soueht. 
Since the process for selec­ 
ting the next 22 homes will 
begin the first week of April, 
Mr. Joy encourages persons 
who think they may qualify or 


know of elderly friends or 
relatives who could use this 
service to call the Community 
Action Agency Office in Lisbon 
for an application. He also said 
that a CAA staff member can 
go to the home of an elderly or 
handicapped 
person 
if 
necessary 
As could be expected, many 
of the hom eow ners whose 
homes have been winterized 
are already relating their 
savings in utility costs. Despite 
the severity of this winter, one 
homeowner informed the CAA 
that her budget plan had been 
readjusted downward by $3.00.

But each 
time you wash a full load of 
clothes you use about 27 gallons 
of water, and if you use the hot 
setting on your washer every 
bit of that is hot water If you 
use the warm setting about 14 
gallons of hot water are used. If

several

of 
clothes each day it really adds 
up. 
I’ve started using cold water 
for all my wash and with the 
improved laundry 
detergents 
especially made for hot or cold 
water wash my clothes come 
out every bit as clean and 
bright In fact using cold water 
is better for your clothes since 
it 
minimizes 
any 
shrinkage 
problems. This may not work 
for you, however, especially if 
you have heavy work clothes or 
heavily soiled children’s play 
clothes in your wash load. 
Showers use only about 2-3 
the amount of water that a tub 
bath consumes. A half-load in 
the dishwasher uses just as 
much hot water and electricity 
as a full load, so run your dish­ 
washer and washing machine 
only when you’ve got a full load. 
And, let’s face it, watching 
our hot water consumption can 
amount to a substantial savings 
in the electricity used to heat 
water.

Many a fireplace is going to 
be 
reactivated 
from 
its 
decorative status due to the 
national fuel crisis. Between 
the long disuse of the fireplace 
and the inexperience of the 
would-be user, there are going 
to be quite a 
few 
disap­ 
pointments. 
You may find yourself with a 
fireplace that puts out smoke 
but no heat. The problem could 
be anything — a clogged 


chimney, 
an 
improperly 
working damper or a poorly 
designed fireplace. 
Make certain the damper 
works easily and that it opens 
and closes all the way. 
Give the fireplace a good 
cleaning, vacuuming up into 
the flue as far as you can reach. 
To see if the flue is clogged hold 
a piece of burning paper in the 
opening. If it bums well and the 
smoke goes up the chimney

then the flue is clear and you 
can go ahead and build a fire. 
If the smoke comes back in 
your face then the chimney 
may be clogged. Double check 
the damper and make certain it 
isn’t partially closed. 
If 
the 
chimney 
needs 
cleaning, better call in a 
professional. The exception—if 
you live in a one story house 
AND you are sure-footed. But 
chimney cleaning is messy as 
well as hazardous, so think 
twice. 
You may have a fireplace 
that doesn’t work well even 
with a clean chimney or a 
properly working damper. The 
problem may be the design. 
Builders’ 
claim s 
not­ 
withstanding, 
a 
bigger 
fireplace isn’t necessarily a 
better fireplace. Not unless it 
has a big flue to go with it. 
Try to measure both the 
fireplace opening and the flue 
opening. The flue area should 
be at least one-12th the area of 
the fireplace opening. If it is 
less, then you are bound to have 
trouble. 
You can’t enlarge the flue. 
Cut down the size 
of 
the 
fireplace opening 
instead 
Easiest method is to buy a 
metal hood and install it across 
the top of the opening. 
Build a small fire in your 
fireplace to see just what you 
may have to do. With the fire 
going, hold a board or piece of 
sheet metal across the opening 
Lower it until the fire seems to 
draw well. This will help you 
determine how large a hood you 
will need. 
Maybe the hood is 
not 
enough, or more than you need. 
You can fill in the opening with 
masonry. The hearth can be 
built up with one or more layers 
of bricks. A vertical row of 
bricks can be added to each 
side. 
Sometimes the opening is the 
right size but the damper may 
have been installed too low. 
Lowering the top of the opening 
in effect raises the height of the 
damper. 
The trouble may be outside 
rather than inside. Check the 
chimney. It should extend three 
feet above the top of the house.

Therefore, it must be generated 
around the clock to meet the 
requirements of customers at 
the m om ent they use the 
energy.

EPRI 
involved in 
research 
projects on future energy 
sources, 
it

continually 
looking for ways the electric

To 
date, there is no electrical 
capacity 
shortage, 
and, 
through continuing research to 
find new energy sources, ef­ 
forts are being made to avoid 
one. 
Still, there are many ways 
you can use electric energy 
more efficiently, according to 
Paul Stepuk, Salem District 
Manager. 
When convenient, try to use 
major appliances 
when the 
demand for electricity is at its 
lowest: during late evening 
hours. Ohio Edison has in­ 
stituted a “Load Management’’ 
rate by offering customers a 
money-saving incentive to 
flatten the peaks and valleys of 
the electrical load. In other 
words, spreading the use of 
electricity 
as 
evenly 
as 
possible, such as eliminating 
use of the electric range when 
the clothes dryer is in use. 
Controls are available which 
will automatically 
eliminate 
electric use in the water heater 
when other major appliances 
are in use. 
Through such a concerted 
effort 
on 
the 
part 
of 
its 
customers, Edison’s efficiency 
will be improved by allowing it 
to use new equipment and not 
having to depend on its older 
less efficient units. Thus, 
electricity is produced more 
economically. 
Persons 
can 
help 
by 
cooperating with their utility 
when they hear announcements 
on radio or television, such as 
occurred this past 
w inter 
requesting customers to cut 
back on their use of electricity. 


The custom er’s 
individual 
contribution can be extremely 
important. 
Insulation Needed 
Under 
norm al 
c ir­ 
cumstances, Ohio Edison ad­ 
vises its customers to use all 
the electricity needed, but use it 
efficiently; don’t be wasteful. 
Heating and cooling accounts 
for the greatest amount of 
electricity used in the home; 
about 40 per cent. Adequate 
insulation is extremely 
im­ 
portant. Its effectiveness is 
reflected by its “R-Value.” The 
higher the R-Value, the greater 
the resistance to escaping heat 
Ohio Edison recommends its 
customers install a minimum of 
R-ll in the walls and R-30 in the 
ceilings of existing homes, and 
urges contractors to install R-15 
in the walls and R-30 in the 
ceilings of new homes. The 
greatest loss of heat in a home 
is through the roof. Also, if a 
homeowner plans to use the 
basement as a living area, it is 
recom m ended he install a 
minimum of R-4 on the walls 
below ground level. 
However, insulation is not 
enough. By weatherstripping 
your doors and windows, using 
double glass or storm windows 
wherever possible and caulking 
around 
leaking 
fram es, 
customers can realize a savings 
of as much as 30 per cent on 
home heating. 
ure to have your central 
i.-^i.ng system checked once a 
year by a aualified heating 
specialist, and clean or replace 
air filters frequently. Air filters 
should be inspected at least 
once a month. Edison also 
advises customers on the right 
size heating system for their 
particular needs. An oversized 
unit can be costly. 
By setting your thermostat as 
low as is comfortable in the 
winter and as high as is com­ 
fortable in the summer (if you 
have central air conditioning), 
a customer can make a large 
contribution to energy con­ 
servation. Once that setting is 
established, leave it there. In 
heating for example, every 
degree added increases your 
cost by three per cent. 
Customers can also conserve 
on their heating by closing 
drapes over large glass areas 
on the shady side of the house 
and at night during winter to 
reduce heat loss. Shut off heat 
to unused portions of the house 
and keep closet doors closed.

Do not block heating outlets 
with furniture or other ob­ 
stacles. 
Use of Fireplaces 
A fireplace can be very 
deceptive. A fire generates a 
large flow of air from the house 
and out the chimney. If the 
outside tem p eratu re is 30 
degrees colder than the setting 
on your thermostat, you can do 
m ore harm than good by 
lighting a fire. While the fire is 
keeping the immediate area 
warm through radiant heat, it 
is cooling off the rest of the 
house. Heat loss can be reduced 
by closing off the rest of the 
house and lowering the ther­ 
mostat when building a fire. 
But above all, make sure the 
damper is closed when not in 
use. 
Hot water heaters are the 
second largest user of elec­ 
tricity in the home. Con­ 
sumption, of course, is linked to 
family size, ages and habits. 
Losses of energy can be 
curbed by insulating your hot 
water pipes from the source of 
heat to the point of use. A 
tem perature 
rtf 
140 degrees 
Fahrenheit is sufficient for a 
normal house with a dish­ 
washer, For every 10 degrees 
higher, energy usages will 
increase three per cent 
An average shower (four or 
five minutes) takes less energy 
than a bath. A typical bath 
requires 20 gallons of water 
while a shower requires only 
half as much. 
Low-gallon 
shower-heads, which release no 
more than three gallons of 
water per minute, are now on 
the m arket. R em em ber, a 
person does not need high 
pressure water to get clean. 
There are a number of steps a 
housewife can take to conserve 
energy, and many of them take 
place in the kitchen. Open 
refrigerator and freezer doors 
only when necessary. Never 
overload your refrigerator, and 
make sure foods are placed 
slightly apart on shelves for 
correct circulation. 
Never 
block the air vents and make 
sure all liquids are covered. 
Moisture drawn into the air 


from uncovered liquids makes 
the unit work harder. 
Cooking Tips 
A microwave oven is much 
more efficient than a 
con- 
ventional range, but at the 
same time, the range can be a 
practical 
energy-user 
by 
following a few basic rules. 
Avoid peeking inside whenever 
possible. Every time the oven 
door is opened, the tem perature 
inside drops 25 to 50 degrees. 


Stainless steel, glass and 
ceramic dishes 
retain 
heat 
better than other materials and 
are 
therefore 
more 
energy 
efficient. 
When using your range, it is 
important to note that electric 
coils do store energy. Surface 
units can be shut off a short 
period before the food is done 
and still provide sufficient 
cooking heat. 
Home lighting accounts for 
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only five per cent of an electric 
bill, but there are steps an 
individual can follow to save 
energy. Wattage, usually ap­ 
pearing as a number on the top 
of the bulb, does not measure 
the amount of light emitted 
Light is measured in lumens. 
Check the bulb package to 
make sure you’re getting the 
most for vour money
